The face of our beautiful state in changing and, in many instances, we 
seem to be losing more than we are gaining. 


During the last twelve years, I have followed the activities of the 
Utah Heritage Foundation. I have become convinced that the Foundation is 
an effective pro-history, pro-preservation force in Utah. Time after 
time, the Foundation has played a key role in the preservation, restora- 
tion or interpretation of important historical resources.

Foundation has just purchased a small Victorian cottage in the 
Capitol Hill Historic District; 


* the Marmalade Hill Center, former LDS Ward in Salt Lake, 
listed on the National Register of Historic Places, is being 
renovated and administered by the Foundation as a community 
center; it is now 100% leased to arts- and architecture-related 

roups and $13,500 in grant funds will be spent this year on 


interior improvements; 
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* Foundation volunteers present walking tours and slide 
programs on aspects of Utah's heritage to groups and organi- 
zations; volunteers staff tours of the Governor's residence, 
the Thomas Kearns Mansion; they have just completed production 
of a taped walking tour of the Capitol Hill Historic District, 
available for rent from Utah Travel Council at the top of 


Capitol Hill. 


You will join the Foundation Board and members in working on a com- 
munity and state level to increase public awareness of Utah's historic 
and architectural legacy and to protect that legacy by encouraging new 
development of quality planning and design.
